SPRINGVILLE — The great thoroughbred, “‘Sallymount,” shown in above photo, is now 
standing at the Springville ranch, with this chestnut stallion by Tudor Minstrel out of Queen 
Of Shirez, by Bahram and winner of five races in England and France worth 10,600 pounds, 
commanding a stud fee of $750, live foal, 

Representing ranch-owner Irving Allen, an American film producer who is now in London, 
is John Turner, shown at left with his wife, Carol and his daughter, Lucy Jane, at the 
Springville Ranch. Lower photo shows Turner with “Coursing,” famous California stallion 
owned by Louis R. Rowan, of Summit Lake Farms, Lemoore; this horse was brought to 
Springville, along with other thoroughbreds, during last winter’s floods, and was just recently 
returned to Summit Lake Farms. 

The Irving Allen operation involves two ranches in England - Derisley Wood Stud farm and 
Fittocks Stud farm - in addition to the 200-acre Springville Ranch that was originally 
established by the late S.A. Camp as a breeding farm for his nationally-famous string of 
harness horses. Allen purchased the Springville ranch several months ago. 

Business-wise, Allen, who is an American, is producer-director of Meadway Productions 
Inc., London, England, and Hollywood, California, 

He is one of the foremost thoroughbred breeders in England, running about 50 brood 
mares there. During the past year, three of his yearlings sold for a total of 29,100 Guineas - 
which is the equivalent of $70,000. He has twice won the Stewards cup at Goodwood,

is that action taken by the board 
of trustees which temoves a 
student for the remainder of the 
school year, and is the most 
severe punishment that can be 
imposed on a student by the 
schools. 

“But over the past year and a 
half, we have had -100 
expulsions, all because of the 


narcotics problem.” The 
superintendent said. 
He told the board that 


percentages have remained about 
the same. A suspension is when a 
student is taken out of, school 
for a day or several days, for 
infraction of the rules. 

Biggest cause for suspension, 
as has been the case for years, is 
smoking or possession of 
cigarettes. Second is cutting 
school and third is poor 
behavior, attitude or conduct. 
Other infractions that can get a 
student suspended include 
alcholic abuses, __ profanity, 
truancy, theft, inciting to riot, 
fighting and insubordination.

At present he has three horses 
in training with A.T. Doyle at 
Santa Anita; two have won this 
year. 

Allen has not announced 
detailed plans for his Springville 
Ranch, but it is possible that he 
will use it for selected brood 
mares. 

As for Turner, he worked for 


- Allen for four years and for 


another four years on other 
ranches, before coming to 
Springville. Since his father bred 
and raced horses, and since he 
wanted to get into this field, he 
left school at 16 and went to 
work on a thgroughbred farm. 

Comparing the situation on 
an English farm to a California 
farm, Turner says,“There is a big 
difference. We have no tracks on 
ranches in England; yearlings are 
sent to trainers rather than 
trained on the ranch; in England 
we have to put the horses up at 
night, except during the 
summer, and very seldom do we 
leave a mare and foal out all 
night at any time of the year. 

“In England, a horse may be 
at a track for two or three days 
at most, then is returned to the 
training yard, working out of the 
training yard for each race. Here 
in America, a horse spends the 
entire racing season away from 
the ranch at the tracks.” 

Both Turner and his wife like 
America. “It is so young, 
compared to England with 
traditions that go back two 
thousand years. And it seems 
that there is so much 
opportunity for young people in 
America.” 

But as for mountain roads, 
and American cars - that’s 
different. In describing their first 
trip into the hills - a drive to 
Camp Nelson - Turner says, “I 


was driving a bigger car than | 


ever had driven in England, the 
car seemed to be over half as 
wide as the road, and we were 
on the wrong side of the road as 
I was used to driving.” And says 
Mrs. Turner, ““Those mountains 
and canyons. I just sat there 
with my eyes closed.” 

But the Turners, who speak 
English not as it is spoken in 
America but as it is in England, 
are getting used to American 
cars and mountain roads, even 
driving on the “wrong side,” and 
they think Springville is ‘just 
beautiful.”

Cotton Crop Is Disappointing: 


Thursday, January 
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Sorghum Grain Production Hits 
Record High During 1969 Year 


SACRAMENTO — 
California’s field crop 
production in 1969 totaled 
22,764,000 tons, according to 
the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting _ service. 
This is three percent less than 
the 23,361,000 tons produced in 
1968 but nine percent more 
than the 1967 total of 
20,976,000 tons. 

The decrease was due mainly 
to a 23 percent reduction in 
barley production, seven percent 
less rice, 16 percent less cotton 
and cotton seed, five percent less 
wheat, 12 percent fewer dry 
edible beans, and a five percent 
smaller hay crop. 

The barley crop was the 
smallest since 1951, and the 
cotton crop was the fourth 
smallest since that date. On the 
other hand sorghum grain 
production was record high, and 
wheat production was second to 


the record 1968 crop. 

The reduction in barley 
production was due mainly to an 
18 percent decline in acreage 
due to unfavorable weather at 
planting time, while the smaller 
cotton crop is due to lower yield 
per acre. 

Larger acreages harvested 
resulted in increased production 
of corn, sorghum grain, and oats. 
A 20 percent increase in sugar 
beet acreage was largely offset 
by a lower average yield per 
acre. 

The combined value of 
California’s 1969 field crop 
production totaled 887 million 
dollars, 93 percent of last year 
and 102 percent of the 1967 
total. 

Harvested acreage of 
California field crops in 1969 
totaled 6,234,900 acres, two 
percent less than the 6,366,350 
acres harvested in 1968. Wet

SACRAMENTO — In 1969, 
California’s vegetable, melon and 
strawberry growers produced 
8,329,080 tons. This is second 
only to the 1968 output of 


nearly 10 million tons. The 
canning tomato crop, which 
dropped from the record 


production of 4.9 million tons in 
1968 to 3.4 million tons in 
1969, is largely responsible for 
the decrease in production. 

Other processing _crops 
showing significant decreases in 
production were green lima 
beans, cucumbers for processing, 
green peas and spinach. 

Heavy winter rains caused 
physical damage to vegetable 
crops in some fields, delayed 
spring plantings, and resulted in 
considerable bacterial rot. Major 


fresh market or dual fresh 
market-processing —_ vegetable 
crops that were adversely 
affected by the rains were - 
asparagus, spring __ broccoli, 
winter cabbage, spring 


cauliflower, early spring lettuce 
and early summer carrots. 

Some major summer and fall 
crops showed increases in 
production over 1968, including 
garlic, onions, honeydew 
melons, and market tomatoes. 
Generally favorable growing 
conditions prevailed through the 
summer and fall months. 

Combined vegetable, melon, 
and strawberry acreage totaled 
738,300 this year, 87,000 acres 
less than last year’s 825,300 
acres. Most of the reduction in 
acreage came in processing 
tomatoes. 

Value of the 1969 production 
(with processing crop returns 
computed at first delivery point) 
is estimated at $723,792,000. 
This total is $68,239,000 less 
than last year’s record value of 
$792,031,000. The decline in 
total value can be attributed to 
the decrease in the canning
